PEKING. 

In the Peking Gazette of the 24th Nov. we find a short Imperial 
Decree announcing that the Envoys of Japan and the United 
States, having through the Tsung-le-yamun respectfully re- 
quested that the Emperor would be pleased to grant them an 
audience, his Majesty had, on that day, signified his pleasure to 
receive them. Ina decree in the Gazette of the 28th men- 
tion is made that his Majesty had, on that day, ae audiences 
at the Tsze Kwang Ko, the Foreign Audience ; and from 
what I have since learned, I presumed that this short announce- 
ment had reference to the audiences of their Excellencies Mr. 
Avery and Mr. Yanigawara. 

In the Gazette of the 27th is an edict announcing that, owing 
to Ting Chow-chang, the Territorial Taoutai at Tientsin, having 
gone into mourning for his father’s death, his Majesty had ap- 
pointed Woo Tsan-ching in his stead. Woo Tsan-ching, about 
two years back, succeeded Shin Paou-king as superintendent of 
the Imperial Arsenal at Tientsin, and on the death of Woo Yun- 


tseih, the chief of the Santhern Logion, abuut twu months ago. 
became ehiet of that corps darmée. The Gazette of the 37th 


Nov. has also a decree appointing an official at Peking 
named Le Chaou-tang to Customs Taoutai at Tientain. 
Since the previous incumbent, Chen-kui, ceased to hold office, 
on the 15th of June last, Sun Sze-ta has held the acting 


5 ape acer The Customs Taoutai, I should mention, is 
the official with whom the Consuls transact nearly all their 
international business, and not the Territorial Taoutai, 


with whom they scarcely ever come into contact on business. 
The post of Customs Taoutai at Tientsin, the port of the metro- 
poe is for another reason an important one 1n the eyes of the 
sung-le-yamun. The Envoys of foreign nations for the first 
time making a treaty with China come to Tientsin to negotiate 
it, and do so with the Governor-General of Chihli in his position 
of High Commissioner for the North of China. The Customs 
Taoutai, on his side, has in general the arranging of all the de- 
tails of the treaties. In this way the Customs Taoutai comes 
into relation with the Envoys of foreign nations, and I have no 
doubt from time to time privately reports to the Tsung-le-yamun 
on their character and manner of conducting international affairs; 
so that, when they appear at the Tsung-le-yamun, the chiefs of 
that bureau are already pretty well posted. It may be for this 
reason that the Taunpcleyamun apparently consider it their busi- 
ness to select the official who is to fill the post; on both occasions 
the persons selected have come from the capital. ; 


TIENTSIN. 
A correspondent writes :—Mr. Bismark, appointed Consul 
for Germany at Tientsin, has arrived there from Europe. Dur+ 
ing the past eighteen months Mr. Waeber, Consul-General for 
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Russia at Tientsin, has besides been acting as German Consul.— 
M. Roquette, Secretary of the French Legation, and other gen- 
tlemen of that Legation, have left for Shanghai.—The eldest son 
of the‘Viceroy, Li Hung-chang, got married on the 30th.—The 
captains of the various steamers running to Tientsin have just 
testified their satisfaction with the way in which Mr. J. Mac- 
donald, of the Customs service, has kept the river fairway clear, 
by presenting him, through Mr. Twinem, the Acting Commis- 
sioner, with a valuable silver cup. Mr. Macdonald has also lent 
hig services in settling the trifling collisions which have occurred 
between junks and steamers, and by his watchfulness has done 
much to diminish the risk and the gravity of these occurrences, 
as well as to facilitate the navigation of the river by steamers.— 
A destructive fire occurred on 30th Nov., in the native city, but 
the amount of damage was unknown when the last steamer left 
Tientain. 





SHANGHAI. 
The present mai) brings advices from this port to the 11th 


December; the P. and O. mail from London October 16 was 
received on the 6th December, and the following French mail of 
October 23 arrived out on the 10th December. The following 
summary of news is from the North China Herald :— 


We hear from Peking that the U.S. Minister, the Hon. B. P. 
Avery, and the Japanese Minister, H. E. Mr. Yanigawara, were 
to have audience of the Emperor on the 29th ult.—Professor 
Watson, of the Transit of Venus Expedition, delivered a lecture 
upon that event on the 23rd ult. The lecture was listened to 
by a considerable audience of foreigners and Chinese students 
Professor Young was to follow with a lecture on Spectrum Ana 
lysis, to bedelivered on the 30th ult. 

Some months ago quantities of goods sent up the Yangtsze 
under transit pass by several firms in Hankow, and destined for 
the t marts of Szechuen, were detained at the Kweichau 
barriers above the Wushan gorge, where the river crosses the 
frontier of the province. The transit passes were totally disre- 
abet and demands for the usual barrier squeezes were made. 

ese demands were resisted, but resistance only brought 
delay and loss, as the high provincial officials, so far from 
disavowing the acts of their subordinates, and apologising 
for a gross breach of Treaty rights, issued proclamations, 
we are told, supporting their illegal claims. Not only were 
the native boats, in which the goods were being forwarded, 
prevented from proceeding, but in some cases the boatmen and 
supe oes were seized and beaten, in order to force them to 
make false declarations as to the ownership of the goods. Re- 
presentations were, of course, made by the firms interested to 
their Consuls, and by the latter to their Ministers, with the re- 
sult, we believe, that the release of the {property and those in 
charge of it was ordered from Peking. 

The Russian corvette A scold, flying the Admiral’s flag, came 
up from Woos on Monday, and was received with salutes 
from the U.S.8. Hartford and H.M.S. Modeste. We hear that 
Captain F. T. Thomson, commanding H.B.M. corvette Modeste, 
has accepted an offer to succeed Captain George S. Nares in the 
command of H.B.M. corvette: Challenger, now employed on par- 
ticular service as surveying and discovery ship. It is not yet 
known who will be Captain Thomson’s successor, but it is 
ee probable that Commauder John L. Way, of the flag- 
ship /ron Duke, will receive the appointment and consequent pro- 
motion. The winter station of H.B.M. gun-vessel Frolic, Com- 
mander ©. K. Buckle, has Leeuw uncxpootodly changed. She 
was originally ordered to sail for Japan on the 12th tust., 
but is now ordered to the East Indies, and will probably finish 
her commission on that station. She will, however, remain at 
Hong Kong during the time nec to refit. It is stated that 
the gunvessel Rocket is ordered to China to replace the Frolic. 

As a result of the survey held on the ship Conguweror, on the 
7th, it was decided that all her cargo should be taken out and 
ange in the godowns of Hunt’s Wharf, so that it might there 

thoroughly inspected, for the [satisfaction of all concerned, 
prior to reshipment. 

Unabated efforts to raise the sunken barque George Washing- 
ton (which was scuttled to save her from being burnt, and after 
being partly raised sank again in mid-river) are still being 
made, under the superintendence of Mr. C. P. Blethen, with the 
assistance of the Tug and Lighter Company. 

The yachts entered for the adjourned Corinthian race, which 
was re-fixed for Saturday, were prevented from starting by a 
sailing letter from the Commodore, who, it appears, was of 
opinion that the wind was again unfavourable for racing. The 
event has now been definitely postponed till next spring. 

We are glad to observe that our Municipal Council have 
sanctioned Mr. Thorndike’s proposal to erect a foot bridge 
across the Soochow Creek at the north end of Szechuen- 
road. It will be twelve feet wide, of the same ele- 
vation above the water of the Creek as the new Honan 
Road Bridge ; and any one who has observed the constant 
ferrying across of Chinese that prevails at the point indi- 
cated, and has had personal experience of the awkwardness of 
getting into and out of the ferry-boats, will be able to form some 
Shout the boon Mr. Thorndike is about to confer on the com- 
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munity. With characteristic promptitude Mr. Thorndike has 
already commenced piling, and we may hope to avail ourselves of 
the new bridge to do part of our New Year’s-day visiting. 








HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 17th December ; 
the P. and O. mail from London 30th October was received on 
the 10th December. The following items of news are from the 
Hong Kong Daily Presa :— 

The seventh annual rt of the German Foundling House 
in Hong Kong states :—The Rev. Pastor Klitzke acknowledges 
the receipt of donations to the extent of $1,180 from the German 
and other foreign residents here and at Canton. The number of 
children in the institution is about the same as last year. The 
sanitary condition has been less favourable during the past year, 
owing to dengue fever, which carried off several of the weaker 
children. Among those indebted to the benevolent instruction 
of the Foundling House is a blind girl, who plays the harmonium 
and has mastered the German Bible in raised characters. This 

irl also instructs other blind inmates in reading and music. 
ight of the girls have during the past year been married to 
respectable Chinese Christians. The report points out that the 
expenditure, which ordinarily averages over $5,000, has been in- 
creased by damage done to the premises by the typhoon, and an 
appeal, which we doubt not will be heartily responded to, is 
made for continued contributions to this benevolent and useful 
institution. 

Mr. Small, the passenger on board the steamship Brisbane, who 
died on the night of the 15th at sea, is the well-known author of 
the Hong Kong Lyrics, namely, the “ Unlucky old Deucher,” &c. 

The H. K. and W. Dock Co.’s hulk Celestial was towed round 
from Aberdeen, bringing with her several large spars. She 
was moored on the west side of the Leonor, and the dismasted 
Portuguese barque Cecilia was moored on the east side. The 
spars for windlasses were laid across both vessels, and prepara- 
tions made with the chains to lift the sunken steamer. 

There was a very good attendance at the midday performance 
of Smith’s Acrobatic Troupe, and the children were greatly de- 
lighted at the feats of the De Castro family. This evening the 
performance is to be for the benefit of the De Castros, under the pa- 
tronage of Vice-Admiral Sir C. Shadwell and Commodore Parish. 
There will be an entire change of programme, and several inte- 
resting feats are announced. We are confident that this fact, 
combined with the well-deserved popularity of Mr. and Ma- 
dame De Castro and their wonderful children, will secure a bum- 
per house. 

The Rev. Dr. Burdon, the new Bishop of Victoria, has been 
installed in the Cathedral. He was received at the principal en- 
trance and conducted to his stall in the chancel by a procession 
consisting of the Rev. R. H. Kidd, the Colonial Chaplain, the 
Revs. W. H. Baynes, and A. LB. Hutchinson, the Rev. Lo-Sam- 
Yuen (a deacon), the Registrar of the diocese, the Choir, and 
Verger. The letters commendatory from the Archbishop of 
Canterbury were read out by the Colonial Chaplain, and the 
Right Rev. Prelate preached a sermon, and administered the 
Holy Communion at the conclusion of the service.

In the Supreme Court, before Sir John Smale and a Common 
Jury, the case of Tigno v. Tuna was tried. The claim was for 
$5,100 on a promissory note. From the opening statement of 
Mr. Hayllar, it appeared that the money was lent on a promis- 
sory note, and that the debt was acknowledged before the Chief 
Justice at Macao. Mr. Hayllar understood the defence to be 
that the money was lent for the collection of certain coolies, and 
that they had been got, but had run away at Macao. This fact, 
however, was denied by the plaintiff tz toto, and Mr. Hayllar 
was prepared to prove that the sum was actually lent to the 
sa ea and that it had no reference whatever to the coolie 
trade. 

The first witness examined for the plaintiff was Pedro Couto, who 
stated that he was out of employ, and did not belong to any particular 
profession. He had been in the employ of the plaintiff. He recognised 
the signature on the promissory note as that of the defendant, and saw 
the $5,100 paid. He saw also the repayment, and the reloan of $2,100 
in 1873. Caitano J. de Gracia was also examined. He proved that 
he had heard the defendant admit the debt of 35,100 ; the same was 
reduced to writing in a book, and was signed by the defendant in the 
presence of Mr. Da Costa, a notary public, and the Judge's clerk. The 
case was then adjourned for some witnesses who were expected from 
Macao to be examined. After the adjournment, the witnesses from 
aioe not being forshcoming, the case for the plaintiff was brought to 
a close. : 
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” The Attorney General then opened the case for the defendant. He 
contended that the money was never lent to the defendant, but that it 
was given to him for the purpose of getting coolies for the plaintiff. 
The question was whether the defendant was the plaintiff's agent in 
the matter, and whether the money was given to him in that capacity. 
If it was ruled that it was not, he would submit that the transaction 
was not one the Court could take cognisance of, it being tainted with 
illegality. The defence was that a servant of the defendant named 
Martins received $3,100 to proceed to Chinchew to procure coolies, and 
that the $2,100 was given to the defendant on a similar mission. The 
coolies were got, but they subsequently returned to Amoy. Mr. Brams- 
ton contended that the money given to the defendant had been applied 
by him for the p it was intended. The defendant was then ex- 
amined. He stated that he was a native of Chinchew, and that he had 
been nineteen years in Peru. He used to get coolies for the plaintiff, 
and the sum of $2,000 was given to him to get coolies from Chinchew. 
He got forty-two, and brought them to Macao, but they left afterwards 
for their native place. He had had very large dealings with the plain- 
tiff. He did not recognise the promissory note, the signature on which 
was not his. Being examined by the Attorney General, he said that of 
the $5,100 the plaintiff gave him in 1873, $2,000 were spent in the 
purchase of a junk, and the plaintiff consented toit. Afterwards there 
rh a sorta between himself and the plaintiff as to the ownership of 
the junk. 

Hs Lordship summed up by putting to the jury as men of business to 
consider whether the conversion of $2,100 of the entire sum to the 
purchase of a junk instead of applying it to the purpose of getting 
coolies as originally intended was not an act of indebtedness to the 
plaintiff. In answer to the Court, the counsel for both parties con- 
sented to abide by a verdict for the $2,100 only, whatever that verdict 

ight be. The balance of $3,000 was left out of the question alto- 
peter. His Lordship then read through the whole evidence, com- 
menting on it as he proceeded. 

Whilo the jurors were deliberating on their verdict, Mr. Hayllar 
withdrew the cause, but assigned no reason for this extraordinary .pro- 

ing. Thus a case which occupied the Court and jury for five days 
was brought to an untimely end. 
TOTAL LOSS OF THE STEAMER “ MONGOL.” 

We much regret to have to record the total loss of the above 
steamer, Captain Flamank, which left for Yokohama, She 
started about 10.30. a.m., with a pilot on board, and had fine 
weather. ‘The pilot left her just outside the Ly-ee-moon Pass 
at 11.30. Ata quarter to twelve, when they were in the vicin- 
ity of the Nine Pins, the second officer (Mr. Fry) was on the 
bridge along with the captain, who told him that there would bea 
rock ahead, and asked him to go down and look on the chart to 
see if he could discover its position. The second officer went 
down as rejuested, but could not discover it, and came up and 
told the captain so. The captain then told him to keep well 
off the island, and he went down to examine the chart himself, 
He returned to the bridge soon afterwards, and said he could not 
discover the rock, and only saw an island which would be above 
water. He then altered the ship’s course a little more towards 
the land, and five minutes afterwards she struck. The captain 
then at once gave orders to sound the pumps, and they found 
that the ship was making water. Believing that the 
steamer was resting upon the rock, orders were given to 
back the engines, with a view to getting her off, but it was 
discovered that she had gone right over the rock. The 
second officer then ordered the man at the wheel to turn the 
ship’s head round and make for the shore. The water by this 
time was reported gaining on the ship forward ; and seeing that 
it was useless to proceed, orders were given to stop the engines, 
and attempts were made to get the boats out. The captain and 
second officer then left the bridge. The mate and the surgeon 
were looking after the captain’s wife, who was an iuvalid. 
Two boats were lowered, and a number of the crew made off in 
them ; in fact, they were filled before they reached the water. 
Those remaining on board tried to get another boat down, but 
the water was gaining so much forwards and the vessel sinking 
s0 rapidly, that it was impossible. The second officer, seeing that 
all was over, jumped overboard and swam from the ship. Imme- 
diately afterwards the vessel went down, the captain, his wife, and 
several others being lost with her. While the second officer was in 
the water the bodies of the i Piero wife, and of the chief officer 
were floating close to him. As the vessel was sinking a violent 
explosion took place from the water coming in contact with the 
boilers. The boats which made off were away some little dis- 
tance, and after a time came back and picked up the second and 
third officers, a fireman, and a Chinaman, who were all struggling 
in the water close together. The veasel at the time she struck 
was going about nine knots an hour, with a strong monsoon, 
and a heavy swell against her. So sudden was the sad cata- 
strophe that she sank within five minutes after she struck. The 
two boats were taken in tow by a junk, and arrived here about five 
o'clock this afternoon. The M ongol was a new vessel, built on the 
Clyde last year, and was one of the new fleet of the New York, 
London, and China Steamship Company (Limited). She had a 
crew in all of fifty-two, of whom fifteen have been lost. The 
names of those drowned are as follows :—Captain John Flamank, 
Mrs. Flamank, W. H. Gawthorpe, chief officer; W. F. Ring, 
fourth officer ; — Campbell, second engineer ; J. Smith, fourt 
engineer ; J. Gentle, boilermaker ; — Smith, carpenter ; — 
Jewell, second steward ; S. Bevis, mess steward ; — Ludlow, 
fireman ; — Murdock, ditto ; — Lewis, ditto ; — Frankenstone, 
and Stone, sailors ; two Chinese. 
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SINGAPORE.

reviously distributed throughout the audience, after which 
‘God Save the Queen” was spiritedly sung by a choir of the 
pupils, assisted by members of the Philharmonic Society, when 
the visitors dispersed, highly pleased with the success and ability 
of the pupils. 

The recent expedition to Sunghie Ujong, though at one time 
believed by many to have been failure, has not been without 
effect, as is sufficiently evidenced by the arrival of the Datu Ban- 
dar and Rajah Mahmood at Singapore on Saturday, in the 
B.LS.N. steamer Mowmein, under the guardianship of Captain 
Dunlop. These leaders, against whom the expedition was directed, 
had, as was stated, gone to the Sultan of Salangore, to whom they 
surrendered, and through the influence of Mr. Swettenham have 
come down to Singapore to negotiate a peace with his Excellency 
the Governor.

On the debate as to official salaries the Stratts Times says :—

land on £1,000 a year, without private practice, we presume. 
Ceylon, with a population of over two millions and a revenue of 
a million sterling, pays a Queen’s Advocate £1,500 a year, with- 
out practice. In Mauritius, with a population of three to four 
hundred thousand, and a revenue of about six hundred thousand 
pounds sterling, the Procureur and Advocate-General gets 
£1,350, without practice. The colony of South Australia pays 
only £1,000, New Zealand £1,200, New South Wales, £1,500, 
Victoria £1,714, the Cape £1,200, Jamaica £740, West Aus- 
tralia £500, while the Minister of Justice and Attorney-General 
for the whole Dominion of Canada receives just £1,250. Can, 
we ask, the duties of the Attorney-General of the Straits Settle- 
ments compare in arduousness and difficulty to those of the oc- 
cupants of the same post in any of the above colonies, excepf, 
perhaps, Kong Kong.

CHEFOO.—Mesars. Wilson, Cornaba, and Co. report as follows :—Our 
last Circular was issued on the 4th ult., and we now to continue 
our report from that date. Cotton Goods have been dull of sale, and 
prices have, if anything, had a downward tendency. The importations 
of Grey Shirtings and T-Cloths from Shanghai lately have been on 
rather a limited scale ; so, should any demand spring up, rates will 
likely advance a little. Drills are saleable in small lots, while in Spots 
and Brocades there will be no business done till spring. Metals.—lIron 
has been neglected, while the demand for Lead has been rather active, 
and the value has improved. 

SHANGHAI.—The week had been scarcely so lifeless as the pre- 
ceding one, and the various transactions recorded, elthough very insig- 
nificant in extent, tended to show that prices generally had not suffered 
much by the long prevailing inactivity. For instance, Collie’s Lion and 
Bale and Mendal’s Pillar chop Grey Shirtings had commanded TIs. 1.75 
per piece, and ‘“ Green Lion’ had been sold at Tis. 1.83 per piece, free 
of brokerage—which was close on Tis. 1.84 to the trade. Moreover, 
Dewhurst’s Eagle H.A. had realised Tls. 1.88, and their Taeping Eagle 
—best—was still quotable at Tls. 1.92 per piece. 7-lbs. Red Phea- 
sants being in special demand, had advanced from Tis. 1.43, less broker- 
age, to Tls. 1.47 nett, within the week, and the few in stock had been 
held for Tis. 1.50 per piece. The value of high-classed 64 reed White 
Shirtings had also been more than maintained, and Tls. 1.50 had been 
paid fora few Ewo Green Dragon 7-lbs. |Mexican T-Cloths. Some 
Jeans had changed hands at reasonable rates, and the last auction sale 
of Camlets showed signs of improvement. . The better description of 
7-lbs., and more especially the Red Pheasants, were destined for Japan ; 
the 8}-lbs. for Chinkiang, Ningpo and the Shanghai surroundings; the 
paren and Jeans for Hankow, and the Long Ells for the Soochow 

istricts. 

MantLa.—A considerable amount of business had been transacted in 
the markets for Plain Staples during the fortnight, but owing to con- 
tinued large arrivals of these, values had not advanced. Coloured goods 
were in fair demand, and suitable parcels had been disposed of at good 
prices.

On this side about 1,200 bales bad been settled; of these fully 
(600 bales Gold Lion Chop) were said to have been taken by a 
Continental buyer on joint account ; 100 bales Yah-kee Chop Tsatlees 
had been bought on similar terms for France, and about 300 bales of 
Re-reels had found purchasers for America. Prices in certain cases 
were somewhat lower than last quoted, but were still considerably 
above home values. Very few known silks had been bought, but the 
following were mentioned as amongst the settlements :—Yah-kee 
Chop, Nos. 3, 34, and 4 Tsatlees, Tls. 405 per picul for No.3; Gold 
Lion, No. 1 (lower Nos. in proportion), Tls. 875 per picul; Ku- 
kee’s, Chin Jan, and Kin Hock, Tis. 340 and 310 per picul; Pag 
No. 2, Tls. 3224 per picul. For Koo-fong-sing's Chop No. 3 Tsatlee 
Tis. 410 were asked, and Ts. 310 and 3124 for Red Peacock, without 
finding buyers. Arrivals during the week had been trivial, and the 
unsold stock was reduced to 12,000 to 12,500 bales. A good demand 
had existed for silks suitable for the American market, and fully 300 
bales of Re-reels had been settled. The limited stocks of silks required, 
and the eagerness of buyers, had checked the downward tendency, and 
closing quotations were fully Tls.

CUSTOMS REPORT ON THE TRADE OF CHINA. 


The Customs Gazette for the quarter ending September, 
1874, supplies the following statistics of the trade at the 
various ports as compared with the corresponding period 
in 1873 :— 


NrwcHwana.—The tonnage figures, both entered and cleared, 
are rather higher, being 34,192, against 29,230 for the corre- 
sponding period of last year. The imports of cotton are 
higher than in 1873 ; metals are also in advance, while native 
sundries are higher. The exports are nearly all higher. The 
revenue shows a decrease. 


CueEroo.—The tonnage figures, both entered and cleared, show 
a decrease. The import of cotton goods is lower, as is native 
sundries and metals. Exports show a considerable falling off 
as compared with 1873. e revenue is Tls. 72,747.9.9.0, against 
68,145.2.0.8 in 1873. 


TrenTsin.—-The tonnage figures, both entered and cleared, 
are rather higher. The imports of cotton goods have increased 
considerably ; those of native sundries are also in advance. The 
exports are lower. The revenue figures are Tis. 118,354.5.8.4, 
against 112,785,0.1.2 for the corresponding period of last year.

THE WESTERN CHINA ROUTE. 

At a meeting of the Council of the Wakefield Chamber of Commerce, 
held on the 18thinst., the President (Mr. W. H. Lee) called attention 
to the unceasing efforts the manufacturing and merchant interests of 
the United Kingdom had made since 1859, by memorials to Her 
Majesty’s Ministers, to obtain from the Government of India the open- 
ing of the short land route from Rangoon across British Burmah, to 
the Burman Shan States of Kiang-Tung and Kiang-Hung, and the ad- 
joining south-west frontier of China ; whereon, the present position of 
that project for opening such promising and greatly needed new mar- 
kets to British commercial enterprise having been considered, the fol- 
hg resolutions were duly proposed, seconded, and unanimously 
passed :— 

“ That it unfortunately resulted from Lord Salisbury’s retirement from 
office in the face of the important fact that, in obedience to his 
order, the survey of half the route, to the extent of 250 miles, had been 
accomplished and reported of most satisfactorily. 

“That during the seven years which have since passed, European 
and American States have been systematically and actively advancing, 
in different directions, for commercial objects, towards various parts of 
China ; seeing which, the Chambers of Commerce of the United King- 
dom have continued to appeal more and more earnestly to Her Majesty's 
Ministers in favour of the short and comparatively easy rcute to Kiang- 


ung. 

“‘ That the hitherto adverse course of the Government of India, unduly 
influenced and ‘almost forced’ by] the ‘repeated solicitations’ of its 
military agent and sub-agent in British Burmah and Burmah proper, 
and supported by the Council of India, composed of retired members of 
the Indian services, precludes confidence being placed by this Chamber 
in a loyal observance by the authorities at Calcutta of his lordship's re- 
newed sanction of the survey ; unless, in exercise of the supreme au- 
thority vested in him, his lordship shall have seen fit to require its 
prompt completion, from the point on the right bank of the Salween 
river where the survey of 1867 stopped. 

“Thatthis Chamber would at the same time respectfully impress upon 
the Marquis of Salisbury that it can feel no objection to the survey or 
exploration by the Government of India of any other routes between 
India and China, whether prompted by political, military, scientific, or 
Indian commercial considerations ; all that is sought on behalf of the 
manufacturers and merchants of the United Kingdom being that their 
goods for the west of China shall not be subject to the lengthened pe- 
riod of transit and to the greatly increased charges for freight, insurances, 
transhipments, and agencies by the way. 

“That this Chamber would take this opportunity to express their 
respectful acknowledgments to his Lordship for having broken through, 
as they trust he will continue to do on the occurrence of further va- 
cancies, the impolitic mode—injurious alike to the best interests of 
England and India—of forming the Council of India exclusively of re- 
tired and pensioned members of the Indian services, to the prejudice 
of the general commercial development of that extensive possession, of 
freedom of trade between it and the United Kingdom.” 





The Leeds Chamber of Commerce, at their meeting held on the 
20th inst., had the following notice :—That the subject of a route from 
Rangoon to Western China, proposed fourteen years ago by Captain 
Sprye, and in favour of which about six memorials have been sent up 
by this Chamber, has again had its attention, and a memorial has been 
sent to Lord Salisbury, urging the completion of the survey of the 
route. If practicable, the sooner it is opened up, and the sooner a 
market of almost incalculable capacity may be opened for our manu- 
factures, and if impracticable, the sooner it is demonstrated to be so, 
the better. On all accounts it is desirable to finish the survey, and 
your council has the satisfaction of having received a favourable reply 
from his lordship. The matter, however, must not rest, and your 
council trusts our Parliamentary representatives will not fail jto take 
note of the position of this subject from time to time. 


THE PRESBYTERIAN MISSION TO THE FAR EAST. 

At the last meeting of the English Presbyterian Missiun held in the 
College-hall, Queen’s-square, the Clerk read a letter from the Rev. Mr. 
Dale, resigning his charge at Singapore on account of the serious illness 
of his wife, who was ordered to England. He stated that he much re- 
gretted this step, but was compelled to do s0 ; but that he intended to 
remain until a succeasor was appointed, which he hoped would be by 
the end of April of this year. A letter was also read from the congre- 
gation, in which a committee was named to obtain a suitable successor 
to Mr. Dale. The Rev. Dr. Fraser moved that Mr. Dule’s resignation be 
accepted, and that his connection with the Presbytery continue till end 
of April. Dr. Fraser bore testimony to what Mr. Dale had done, and 
his prospects for the future. This was seconded by Mr. H. M. Mathcson, 
and agreed to. 

The Rev. Dr. Dykes reported on behalf of the committee appointed 
toconsider the propricty of the ordination of a catechist in connection with 
the Singapore Mission, that, taking all the circumstances into considera- 
tion, it would be unwise to do so at present. 





Tur Transit OF Vexvs.—Professor Young writes an elaborate state- 
ment to the New York Semi- Weekly Times describing the voyage to 
Peking of tho scientific parties sent out by the United States Govern- 
ment to observe the coming transit of Venus. The letter states :—We 
left San Francisco on the 28th of July and landed at Yokohama on the 
23rd of August, in the midst of a gale of wind, which proved to be the 
edge of a typhoon by which Nagasaki had been devastated the preceding 
night. With this exception the weather during the whole voyage was 
either fine, or at the worst a little showery, and the smoothness of the 
water was a continual and very gratifying surprise to one whose ideas 
of sea-going had been derived from a little experience on the Atlantic. 
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The loneliness of this sea is striking. From the time of leaving the 
coast of California until we entered the Bay of Yeddo we did not see 
a single sail, nor any living thing except a whale or two, with occasional 
schools of flying-fish and porpoises, and slways the patient gulls which 
followed us quite across the ocean. But the ship herself deserves a 
good word, for the most experienced voyagers among us agreed that 
we never found a vessel 80 comfortable, so well provided, and so well 
managed. Poor old Alaska! A week or so after we left her she broke 
her shaft, on her way down to Hong Kong, and while lying in the 
harbour there, repaired and nearly ready to sail, she was caught 
by the typhoon of September and driven ashore upon the rocks, 
from which she is hardly likely to get off. After visiting the various 
ports we left for Peking, where we found Admiral Pennock expecting 
our arrival, and zealous to do everything in his power to facilitate our 
object. We sailed on the 3rd of September, and after a very pleasant 
passage reached Tientsin on the 9th. We went up the river from Tien- 
tsin to Tung Chon in the usual manner—on small house-boats—and 
from the latter place completed our long journey by a sixteen-mile ride 
on donkeys, reaching the Imperial City late on sed 16, very sore and 
weary, but grateful and happy over our safe arrival. The instruments 
for taking the observations have arrived without any accident. 

M. Georrroy, the French Minister in China, was at Rome a few days 
ago, and was received in audience by the Pope. He was accompanied 
by his wife, who brought with her two young Chinamen, her own con- 
verts to Christianity, to be presented to his Holiness. M. Geoffroy is 
believed to have visited Rome in accordance with the Pope's expressed 
wish. His Holiness desired a conference on Catholic interesta in 
China, and on the means to be adopted to extend Christianity in that 
country. 

THe Toronto Board of Trade have made a request for the reciprocal 
removal of the duty on teas and coffee and the replacing of the duty 
on those articles from the United States. 





GERMANY. 
(FRUM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamsora, Jan. 19. 

The Kieler Zeitung, which is considered to be the semi-official organ 
of the Admiralty, publishes the following list of ships of war that are 
to be put in commission this year :—In April the Niobe for a cruise 
with naval cadets, the Medusa and Rorer for the training of boys, and 
the Musquito for the Mediterranean station. The Cyclop will go to 
China and Japan, the Tiger to Wilhemshaven, as tender to the old 
wooden line-of-battle ship Renown, now used forfgunnery practice. In 
May the gunboats Drache and Delphin will commence their hydro- 
graphical surveys and deep-sea soundings. In June a squadron will 
be formed for a cruise, in October the Vineta will go to Japan with 
cadets, and the Comet to the Mediterranean to relieve the Meteor. It 
is, however, very likely that some more vessels will be sent to the 
coast of Spain in consequence of the rehabilitation of the Monarchy, 
in order to reinforce the German squadron, which at present only cons 
sists of the Nautilus and Albatros. 

There is now exhibited at the Museum of Trades in this city a very 
handsome and curious box of lacquered ware, a present from the Go- 
vernment of Japan to Captain Brock, of Hamburg, in appreciation of 
his humane conduct in saving the lives of a crew of Japanese sailors 
shipwrecked in those seas. I may here mention that the Museum was 
last year enriched by a valuable collection of Japanese articles of native 
workmanship that figured at the Exhibition at Vienna in 1873, pre- 
sented by Messrs. Shioda and Hiroyama, the Japanese Government 
Commissioners, among which are some beautiful specimens of lacquered 
ware, such as are but seldom seen in Europe in such perfection ; alsoa 
collection of native paper and articles made of paper, as well as their 
liquid varnish. 

Herr von Prschewalsky, a learned Russian who has travelled for 
three years in China, is now engaged in preparing for publication the 
result of his experiences, and an account of his travels. It will be a 
work in three volumes. The first will contain the physical geography 
of those parts of the country that he visited ; the secund his meteoro- 
logical observations, taken four times a day, with a description of the 
Fauna; whilst the third volume will be devoted to Botany and the 
Flora of the country. The maps and plans to illustrate the first part 
are being prepared in the Imperial Military and Topographical Institu- 
tion at St. Petersburg. He hopes to be able to publish the first volume 
in the course of this year, but the whole work is not likely to be com- 
pleted before the summer of 1877. 


COMMERCIAL. 

Since the re-opening of the Produce Markets Tea has been steady, 
but the sales were neither important nor numerous. The imports of 
last year (reduced to quarter-chests) were as follows :—Black teas 
$1,091 chests, against 42,375 ditto in 1873 and 43,850 ditto in 1872 ; 
and of green 2,213 chests, against 2,158 ditto in 1873 and 3,066 ditto 
in 1872. At the end of last year our stocks in warehouse consisted of 
9,591 chests of black and 1,676 ditto of green. Rice is firmer, and 
exhibits a tendency to go up, as the stock is low and constantly getting 
lower from the daily sales, so that the first arrivals are likely to come 
to a good market. Cussia remains as before the holidays, and there is 
a good consumptive demand, the quotation being 66 to 67 marks for 
Lignea, and 110 for Flores. Pepper is in favour at 65 to 66 marks for 
Singapore and 61 to 62 ditto fur Penang. Of Oil of Cassia 40 chests 
have been sold at fair prices for delivery on arrival. 300 chests of Star 
Annis, lately to hand, were sold as soon as landed. Gum Damar is in 
more favour, and rising ; 5 chests of Singapore have changed hands.

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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
AMSTERDAM, JAN. 13. 

To day is a jour de féte for General Van Swieten, whose admirers will 
resent him with o golden cup, plenty of compliments, and a dinner 
into the bargain. His satisfaction must, however, be somewhat embit- 
tered bya letter which has been addressed to him by General Van Merlen, 
and published in the Vaderland. The following are the outlines of this 
epistle. ‘‘ When you wired,” the author says, “ the Kraton is ours!” I 
hoisted the colours, but since I have read all the official documents, 

mphlets, &c., about the sccond expedition, I quite agree with General 
Knoop that this expedition was only a “ half success,” and I am dis- 
appointed regarding my expectations from such a commander and 
such a naval and military force. I should not have meddled myself 
in this paper war if you had not accused all your antagonists of party 
spirit and want of patriotism. Such accusations are very bad arguments, 
and they prove nothing. Nobody doubted the bravery of our army or 
our navy, but we had hoped for more prompt operations, General 
Van Merlen goes on to detail some of the shortcomings of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and he concludes as follows :—“ You say that the 
second expedition was asuccess. Certainly it was, if you were only 
charged with the capture of the Kraton; in that case you would have 
done your duty, which after all was not a very difficult ono with such 
brave soldiers.” General Van Swiecten will not find it less casy to 
answer this letter than the congratulatory addresscs which are for- 
warded to him. 

The statement that General Verspyck had been appointed Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the East Indian army—which was given by the leading 
paper of the Conservative party—has been most positively contradicted. 
Nevertheless, the Dugblad maintains that it is correct. 

The Members of the First Chamber met yesterday for the despatch 
of business. The greatest interest is exhibited about the elucidations 
which are to be given by Mr. Van Goltstein about the appointment of Mr. 
Van Lansberge as Governor-General of Java. I hope they will be 
satisfactory, but I fear such will not be the case. It creates some as- 
tonishment that another appointment causes relatively so little noise, 
though it was quite a surprise. Mr. Hasselman—a Conservative pur 
sany—is made a Member of the Council of State, replacing a thoroughly 
Liberal Member. This fact affords addition proof at that the policy of 
Mr. Van Goltstein is a mixture of Conservatism and Liberalism. 
Whilst we are waiting for the Ministerial elucidations, the following in- 
formation is given by the Arnhemsche Courant as to the reasons that 
led to the dismissal of Mr. Loudon. In the last days of August Mr. 
Fransen Van de Putte wired to Buitenzorg that the Ministers had asked 
for their dismissal, and that Mr. Van Goltstein would be appointed 
Minister of the Colonial Department. Mr. Loudon thereupon wished 
at once to resign, because he knew that the new Minister had expressed 
strong disapproval in the Second Chamber of his conduct in the Atchin 
war. Mr. Van Goltstein, however, wrote a most conciliatory letter to 
Mr. Loudon, and perhaps this would have had a good etfect if the 
Minister had not sent orders by telegram to stop Mr. Levyssohn Nor- 
man’s commission Assoon as this telegram arrived Mr. Loudon asked 
for his dismissal. One of our papers—the Standaard—now asks if it is 
not necessary to alter the Java Constitution. This fundamental law 
dates from a time when there was no telegraphic communication with 
Java, and it will happen—as has happened now—that a conflict will 
occur between the Minister and the Governor-General, who according 
to this law is not obliged to obey the orders of the Minister, if he thinks 
it necessary to act contrary to them. 

I told you in my last that the Minister of the War Department had 
ordered subaltern officers to be sent to the provinces to enrol young 
men for the East India Army. This measure has not had the desired 
effect. There are but very few volunteers, notwithstanding that the 
bounty is relatively very large. 

Within a few weeks a new (English) line of steamers will be opened 
between Rotterdam and Batavia. Up to this moment no particulars 
are published. 

The socicty to substitute cremation for interment numbers already 
800 members. In some towns sub-societies have been established. 

Much noise has been made in the press about the statue of Mr. 
Thorbecke, since the Minister Heemskerk refused to grant a few feet of 
ground for the site of the memorial. 

AMSTERDAM, Jan. 20. 

The last sitting of the First Chamber of the States General before 
the reccss was of great interest to the public. The Colonial Budget 
was the subject in hand, and it was known that the Minister would 
give explanations about the resignation of Mr. Loudon. The Minister 
imited himself to the communication of the mere facts. On the 15th 
February, 1874, when the Governor-General was informed that the 
Liberal Cabinet would very soon resign, Mr. Loudon wished at once to 
resign, but his demand was not granted. The present Ministry, when 
they came into power, intended to retain him in office. But Mr. Van 
Goltstein was much disappointed when he opened his career as Minis- 
ter, on the 27th of August, by a telegram, dated tho 23rd, in which 
Mr. Loudon asked peremptorily for bis dismissal, unless Mr. Van Golt- 
stein would retract openly his criticism upon the Governor-General, 
which he had spoken in the First Chamber, and by which he stated 
that the Governor-Gencral did not possess his entire confidence. This 
speech was delivered on the 16th of June, 1873. Jn answer to this 
telegram the Minister wrote a confidential letter, in which he demon- 
atrated that, according to his opinion, these words needed not to be 
retracted, and he assured Mr. Loudon that in the meanwhile he would 
support his policy in the Chambers, In the month of December, 
however, the Governor-General asked again for his dismissal, 

time unconditionally. This proceeding was called forth by 

the measure of the Minister, by which the mission of Mr. Levysohn 
Norman, who was charged to arrange for the conversion of communal 
ruperty into individual estates, was stopped. Mr. Loudon wired, 
‘My honour and my duty alike forbid me to work with your Excel- 

lency. Our opinions about the exercising and maintaining of our 
euthority differ so much that it ie impossible to come to any agree: 
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ment.” The two leading members of the Liberal party stated their 
sincere regret that Mr. Loudon had been obliged totake this extreme 
measure, but they considered that he had acted properly, inasmuch 
that the Minister had weakened the prestige of the highest functionary 
in our Colonies. Upon the Budget no further debate of importance 
took place, and it was approved of unanimously. The Minister of the 
War department had a hard task to defend his Chapter, in aie Cae 
of the very large sum which he requires. The Budget of the Naval 
department was carried by twenty-four against four votes, and contrary 
to the general expectation, it was defenied most eloquently by the 
Minister, who made such a miserable figure in the Second Chamber. 

Last Wednesday an extraordinary ceremony took place here in the 
public park. Three hundred and fifty persons had contributed to a 
fund in order to present General Van Swieten with a gold cup, and 
about one hundred were present to attend this féte. At half past four 
the General arrived, and was addressed by Mr. Gleichman, well known 
in financial circles. He made some oxcuses that the number of those 
who had contributed in behalf of this fund was so small; but he said 
no appeal had been made to the public, and his admirers would avoid 
fuss. If such an appeal had been made the number of subscribers 
would have been much larger. After this somewhat hazardous sup- 
position, he recalled all that had been done by the General. Then the 
cadeau was handed to the General, who declared that he could not find 
words sufficient to thank the givers. This of course was comprehensible, 
but it was leas clear when he spoke of his “ conquering Sumatra.” He 
further communicated the surprising fact that we are now busy erect- 
ing in Atchin a pharos, from which he concluded that when the en- 
trance to the Malacca Straits has been made safe, people will see—of 
course by means of the light in the lighthouse—that Holland is still 
firat among civilised nations. The fée concluded with a dinner. The 
Liberal papers have given the toasts in full, and those of your readers 
who are fond of reading agreeable nonsense I recommend to buy the 
Handelsblad. This paper and the Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant are 
still the thick and thin supporters of the Government policy in Atchin, 
but many influential Liberal papers have deserted to the camp of its 
opponents, 

A very extended section report has been published about the Bill 
for the construction of railways iu Java. A considerable number of 
the members of the Second Chamber pleaded for the system of their 
construction being undertaken by the State. Others, however, object 
to this course, and are in favour of the construction of the new lines 
by private enterprise. There has been also much difference of opinion 
about the question whether the State should manage the trafic. A 
mass of questions was addressed to the Minister, to which Mr. Van 
Goltstein answered most unreservedly. He supported most warm] 
the principle of constructing the line on account of the State, which 
also ought to manage the traffic. The Netherlands India Railway 
Company has forwarded an address to the Government, pleading the 
necessity of altering the conditions upon which concessions are granted 
for the construction of the lines. 

I regret to record the death of Mr. W. J. Tonekens. Since 1849 he 
had been a member of the First Chamber of the States-General. 

Mr. J. L. H. A. Baron Gericke van Herwynen, our Minister for 
Foreign Affairs in the last Liberal Cabinet, has been appointed Ambas- 
sador at the Court of Brussels. 

On the 8th of February a festival will take place at Leyden, to com- 
memorate the three hundredth anniversary of the University. Several 
professors are invited to attend this ceremony, and amongst them are 
Mr. J. E. B. Mayor, from Cambridge, Mr. J. Heywood, from London, 
Messrs. J. Pentland Mahaffy and R. Atkinson, from Dublin. 

As a curiosity I may mention that at a recent meeting of members of 
the Peace Society a proposal was made in sober earnest to establish 
a Society to Promote the Welfare of the Atchinese. It was urged that 
missionaries should be sent out in order to sproad civilisation amongst 
the natives. Risum teneatis, amici? 

The news that the Rev. Mr. Segers has acoepted the proposal to be- 
come a professor at the Seminary of Batavia has been officially con- 
tradicted, 

Some days ago the police arrested a large gang of coiners. There is 
much false coin in circulation.

THE KELUNG COAL MINES. 

In the second part of his Report on the Foreign Trade 
of Tamsuy and Kelung for the year 1873, H.M.’s Acting 
Vice-Consul furnishes a translation from the annals of the 
sub-prefecture, published under the direct authority of the 
Chinese Government, which gives some noteworthy details 
respecting the history of the opening of these mines. More 
than a century ago, we find, ‘‘the inhabitants used to dig into 
‘‘ the ground, and sell the materials excavated to make em- 
‘“‘ bankments for their fields, but as the excavations became 
‘‘ more extensive, it was feared that the pulse of the dragon 
‘‘ (geomantic influences) would be injured,” and further ope- 
rations were prohibited. From this time, about the end 
of the last century, there is a gap, it seems, in the official 
history of the mines until we come to 1847. From other 
sources it is known that in that year a British officer 
visited the mines, and reported that no difficulty was ex- 
adalat by the natives in working them. In that year, 

owever, and not improbably in consequence of the visit 
in question, “‘ a further prohibition was put out, and in 
“1850 an application from the British Minister, request- 
“ing that the mines might be worked, was refused. In 
“1865 the Foochow Commissioner of Customs proposed 
“ that foreigners should lease the mines ;’ and that year 
again a prohibitory notice was issued, at the instance of the 
sub-Prefect, gentry, and people. These coincidences are odd, 
and there can be no doubt that Mr. H. J. ALLEN is right in 
considering that, at any rate in late years, the superstitious 
objections of the people were directed solely against 
foreigners. arly in 1870, however, the shoe began to 
pinch at home, and the Chinese authorities wanted coal for 
their own purposes; and in consequence the Governor- 
General ordered inquiries “‘ into the feasibility of opening 
‘‘ the mines at Kelung, having due regard to the wishes 
‘“‘ and susceptibilities of the inhabitants.” Three Chinese 
officials accordingly visited the district and made the re- 
quired investigation, the result being that “in the 8th and 
‘9th the prohibition as to working the mines was re- 
“moved.” It is, of course, sufficiently well-known that 
the prohibitions above mentioned were to a great extent a 
mere fagon de parler, and, as Mr. ALLEN observes in his 
comments on the matter, it is curious that the Com- 
missioners sent to open the mines should have found that 
ninety-two mines had already been opened, for it shows 
that the people had overcome their fears of injury to 
geomantic influences. In removing the official prohibitions 
against coal-mining the Commissioners were careful to im- 
pose certain restrictions, probably intended to guard against 
exploitation by foreigners, for they directed that ‘there 
‘“‘ being sixty-nine mines now open . . within a tract 
“ extending twenty ii from north to south, and five or 
“six lt from east to west, no others shall be opened.” 
Jealousy of foreigners and foreign interference is very ap- 
parent in the rule which they made that “the lessees of 
‘“‘ the mines, who shall be natives of the place, and shall 
“ have their families’ houses and tombs here, shall guarantee 
“each other, when they shall receive licences; but from 
* this all those in the employ of foreigners shall be ex- 
*‘ cluded.” Again, it was ordained that “ purchases shall 
“be made through certain hongs, which shall be subject 
“ to official inspection and supervision, and that whoever

“refuses to deal through these hongs, but buy and ship 
“coal from the pit’s mouth, shall be deemed guilty of a 
“ breach of agreement ;” and he would no doubt find the 
consequences of disobedience to be of a very unpleasant 
nature. Now that the Chinese are beginning to feel the 
urgent want of coal for their own arsenals, steamers, &c., 
it may be hoped that more liberal counsels will soon pre- 
vail with the high provincial authorities, and that before 
long it will not fall to the lot of a Consular officer to be 
obliged to state, as Mr. BABER was, in reviewing the trade 
of Tamsuy during the year 1872, that ‘“coal-working at 
“ Kelung is little more than a scratching of the surface in 
‘“‘ a few places, and that the real coal-beds may be looked 
‘upon as practically untouched.” It is high time that 
this coal-field should be more fully developed by the aid 
of foreign capital and science, for it has been clearly shown 
that the coal is of a very fair quality for steaming pur- 
poses, and would be better if the pits were only properly 
worked, and even as matters now stand, it is stated that 
for household purposes it has no superior. To encourage 
production, and in the interests of commerce generally, 

the present absurdly high duty on native coal ought to be 
very considerably lowered ; and on this point Mr. ALLEN 
thinks, and rightly too, that it is a pity that the reduction 
in Customs’ duties from four candareens to five cash a 
picul, which was suggested in the Convention which Sir 
RUTHERFORD ALCOCK negotiated could not come into 
force. The present rate of taxation, he adds, is, as cannot 
be too often pointed out, far too onerous. Perhaps when, 
with the aid and assistance of foreigners, L1 HUNG-CHANG 
has got the Chihli mines into working order, the Chinese 
Government will see the necessity for reform and liberality 
in the matters to which we have alluded, and in the mean- 
time Her MAsesty’s Minister at Peking ought never to 
lose an opportunity of urging the subject on their serious 

consideration. 


MANCHURIA AND KOREA. 

In the discussions which have taken place with regard 
to the development of trade in the Far East, Manchuria 
and Korea have been almost, if not entirely, overlooked, 
and H.M.’s Acting Consul at Newchwang has done good 
service to the interests of commerce by directing public at- 
tention in his Trade Report to these localities, with which 
it may be hoped that before very long an important busi- 
ness will be done. In Mr. A. S. HARVEY’s opinion the 
attainment of this very desirable end will be materially 
hastened by the occurrence of two events in 1873,—the one 
being the establishment of a line of steamers connecting 
the Amoor, Port May, and Passiette with the Treaty ports 
of China, and the other a revolution in Korea, by which 
the usurping Regent, who set his ‘face against all foreign 
intercourse, was deposed in favour of the young King, on 
whom better influences had been brought to bear. Mr. 
HaRVEY is undoubtedly right in stating that “the more 
‘“ rapidly the Russian Settlements on the Eastern coast be- 
‘¢ come wealthy and populous, the sooner will Manchuria 
‘“‘ become a participator in the benefits of progress,” for the 
Russians are not likely to allow the obstructive policy of 
the Peking Government to stand in their way, when it suits 
their purpose to turn the resources of Manchuria to profit- 
able account. Again, in Korea the King has shown 
signs that he is not hostile to the admission of foreigners, 
or to the exchange of treaties with the nations of the West. 
It is, therefore, highly probable that, as Mr. HARVEY ob- 
serves, the day is nearer when the country will be thrown 
open to foreign trade, and when this takes place, the ad- 
vantages which will accrue to Southern Manchuria are 
sufficiently obvious. The position which that district 
occupies with regard to China, Korea, and Japan, is a 
very important one, especially when we consider that the 
southern portion of its seaboard is open to navigation all 
the year round ; and it possesses two additional attractions 
in its great mineral wealth and the salubrity of its climate. 
On the latter subject Mr. HARVEY evidently entertains 
a very decided opinion, for, judging from his own personal 
experience, he considers that Raiopenia would enjoy as 
much vigour there as at home, whilst the beauty of the 
scenery along the ranges of the hills and the charm of 
sunny days and cloudless skies would make their banish- 
ment more easy to be borne. We commend this subject 
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to the notice of Her MAJEsTy’s Minister at Peking, and 
we would point out that his newly-acquired influence with 
the Chinese Government would be turned to good account, 
and he would besides earn for himself the gratitude of a 
large section of the commercial world, if, after persuading 
the Chinese to dredge the Woosung Bar, abolish the lekin 
tax, and settle a few other outstanding matters, he were 
to induce them to consent, without any further ado, to the 
complete opening of Manchuria and Korea to foreign trade. 


THE TROUBLES IN SIAM. 

THE news of disturbances in Siam, announced by a tele- 
from Singapore, given in another column, comes upon 

us like a thunderclap in acloudless sky. Nothing definite is 
or can be known in this country at present as to the origin 
of the quarrel between the Major and Subordinate King. 
‘An attempt for some reason or other was made to arrest 
the Second King, and he fled for refuge into the premises 
of the British Consulate, some two miles distant from his 
own palace. There for the present His Majesty may safely 
remain, without fear of molestation. It is further an- 
nounced that the Second King has declined to appeal to 
arms, and has disbanded his forces, and it has been assumed 
by at least one of our contemporaries that the Second King 
has a large number of troops at his disposal, and is even 
in some sense “the Commander-in-Chief” of Siam. This 
is an error; as far as trained soldiers are concerned the 
Second King could probably muster about 2,000 men, or 
rather just so many as make up the body guard who pro- 
tect his person and palace. Those of our readers who have 


any personal recollections of Siam will probably remember | P 


that the Second King, as Prince GEORGE, is a young man, 
now thirty-four years of age or thereabouts, tall in stature, 
but mild and timid in his disposition. He is the last 
rson of those in authority in Siam to have knowingly 
involved himself in a struggle or feud with the Major 
Monarch. Some quarrel or other there evidently is, and 
it is probable, therefore, that it has been forced upon the 
Second King. There will be no bloodshed. This we feel 
t confidence in predicting, from what we know already 
of the gentle temper of the Siamese, and because there are 
in Bangkok many men of intelligence and education who 
will have influence enough to prevent any serious riots. 
If we ventured on any conjecture at all we should say the 
quarrel is a private one between the two kings, some 
squabble about the relations between the two Royal fami- 
lies, not an outbreak dividing the nation into two hostile 
camps or of serious consequence to the people at large. 


THE appointment of Mr. W. HANDYSIDE TaPP as Regis- 
trar of Shipping at Shanghai is gazetted. We believe that 
Mr. TapPPr will proceed to his post by the last mail in Feb- 
ruary. The first representation on the subject of appoint- 
ing a registrar was made to H.M. Government in 1867, by 
Mr. Tapp, through Mr. Consul WINCHESTER. The Chair- 
man of the Chamber of Commerce also wrote on the 17th 
of March, 1873, as follows :—“I am informed that the 
‘‘ question has already been laid before the Foreign-office 
“in adespatch from Sir RUTHERFORD ALCocK to Lord 
“CLARENDON, dated 21st-of November, 1869, which en- 
‘“ closed a joint communication on the same subject from 
‘“¢ Sir EpmMUND Hornpy, Chief Judge of the Supreme Court 
‘‘ for China and Japan, and Mr. Mepuurst, H.M. Consul, 
‘‘ and it is understood that the representations made by 
‘‘those gentlemen were in favour of the proposal which 
‘‘ this Chamber desires now to advocate.” 





Mr. CHEN LAISUN, for many years connected with the 
foreign trade of Shanghai, and who was engaged by SHEN 
Paou CHuN—one of the foremost Chinese officials—to 
superintend the education of Chinese youths in America, 
has come to this country, for the purpose of ascertaining 
the working of our various schools. He has at present 
about ninety pupils in Massachusetts and Connecticut, and 
it is quite probable that he will induce the Chinese to 
make a trial of England. Mr. LAisuN has been assisted 
in his examination of the schools about London by Mr. 
THomas Hansury, formerly of Shanghai. 
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Dr. BUSHELL, who has been for some time in England 
on leave, will return to his post as Physician to the Legation 
at Peking—which appointment he has held since 1868— 
by the San Francisco route, accompanied by Mrs. BUSHELL.

Mr. Edward Herslet, C.B., has supplemented the work on 
“Commercial Treaties,” commenced by Ne father and continued 
by himself, with a collection of “ Treaties and Tariffs Regulatin 
the Trade between Great Britain and Foreign Nations,” an 
“Extracts of Treaties between Foreign Powers.” The first part, 
relating to the treaties between this country and Austria, is now 
before us, and it is in every respect a valuable compilation. It 
is Mr. Herslet’s endeavour to show which of our commercial 
treaties ure now in force, and also what treaties affecting com- 
merce have been made between foreign States containing clauses 
conferring more favourable treatment on their respective sub- 
jects, commerce and navigation, than are specially provided for 
in the English treaties, but the benefits of which concession are 
or might be enjoyed by British subjects under the “ most 
favoured nation” clauses of the English treaties. The com- 
iler has, in fact, waded through a multitude of volumes, written 
in a variety of languages, and culled from them the useful por- 
tions, which he presents in a convenient and accessible form. 
Treaties have hitherto been surrounded with an immense amount 
of mystery, and their provisions have been quite unknown, even 
by those British subjects residing in foreign countries for whose 
benefit they were concluded. The volume before us and the 
successive portions of Mr. Herslet’s work will do much to 
familiarise us with our privileges as British subjects, for a study 
of it will convey a knowledge of the position of England as re- 
gards her commercial engagements with other nations, and will 
materially assist in the inviolable maintenance of commercial 
treaties. The work is published by Messrs. Butterworths. 


The China Review for September and October, 1874, contains 
three continuations of papers which have appeared in former 
numbers, viz., Mr. H. A. Giles’s “ Translation of the Hsi Yuan 
Lu, or Instructions to Coroners,” Mr. C. F. R. Allen’s “ Tales 
from the Liao Chai Chi Yi,” and Mr. J. G. Kerr’s “ Benevolent 
Institutions of Canton.” The place of honour is assigned to an 
interesting article on “ Audiences granted by the Emperors of 
China to Western Envoys,” written apparently to disabuse 

ple at home, as well as not a few in China, of the idea that 
the audience of June 29, 1873, was the first ever granted to 


; European ambassadors. The writer has collected together a 


considerable amount of information on the subject, beginnin 
with the mission of the Portuguese, Thome Pires, who land 
at Canton in 1517, and was kept waiting there for three years. 
Much us we should like to do it, the space at our disposal pre- 
cludes the possibility of following the writer through the curious 
details which he has brought together with much care, respect- 
ing missions, the history of which is, we doubt not, a terra in- 
cognita to a large number of his readers. In concluding his 

per he makes an observation, in reference to the last audience 
in 1873, which the foreign envoys will do well to bear in mind 
in the future, if they wish these audiences to have any good 
effect on the Empire at large, where a strict attention to cere- 
monial observances is everything. Having pointed out that 
the Purple Pavilion (or Mee Kk ting Ko), where Messrs. 
Viangaly, Wade, &c., were received, is only just within 
the palace grounds, he remarks:—The Grand Audience 
Hall is in the centre of the inner quadrangle, where there 
are fine waiting halls for all ranks; and it is here that our 
Ministers should have been received, and not in the place 
of reception for outer tribes and tribute-bearers.” This num- 
ber of the China Review also contains a paper on the Noble 
Art of Self-Defence in China, founded on a brochure printed at 
Canton, and accompanied by some grotesque woodcuts ;and Mr. 
George E. Stent, whose Jade Chaplet we noticed same months 
ago, contributes the first instalment of a poetical account of Meng 
Cheng’s Journey to the Great Wall, of which we hope to say 
more on a future occasion. M.Gubler’s Report upon the Materia 
Medica of the Chinese completes a very good number of the 
Magazine. There is a paucity of “ Notes” this time, but the Rev. 
Joseph Edkins contributes a very interesting one on the Present 
Aspects of Chinese Philology in Europe. 


The Rev. A. Wylie, of Shanghai, has com rik three books, 
a second edition of the translation of Professor Herschel’s Out- 
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lines of Astronomy, revised and enlarged. The work must have 
been a laborious one, and reflects the greatest credit on Mr. 
Wylie, and we trust will be adequately appreciated by those for 
whose benefit it is intended. It is by such works that we shall 
ually break down the ignorance and arrogance of the 
hinese. In the prefaee Mr. Wylie says :—Chinese characters 
have been substituted throughout at a considerable expense for 
the English on the original plates, which have been obligingly 
furnished by Messrs. Longman and Co., the publishers. This 
will render the work much more in accordance with native taste 
and convenience. The engraving of the Chinese characters in 
London has been kindly superintended by Mr. Thomas Jenner, 
to whom the writer is greatly indebted for the care and trouble 
he has taken in the matter. Without sucha friend it would 
have been very difficult to secure the accuracy that may now be 
relied on. Since the first Chinese edition was published the 
eminent author of the original work has finished his labour on 
earth, and it has seemed to the translator peculiarly appropriate 
that a life spent so greatly to the profit of his fellow-men should 
not pass without some record being appended to this re-issue of 
his most popular work among the numerous inhabitants of the 
middle kingdom. A short memoir has therefore been pretixed, 
the materialsfor which‘have been drawn'chiefly from the extended 
obituary notice in the annual report of the Council of the Royal 
Astronomical Society, for which the writer is indebted to the 
kindness of Mr. John Williams, the esteemed Assistant Secretary ; 
some particulars have also been gleaned from the memoir in the 
Leisure Hour, the proprietors of which have liberally permitted 
the use of their pictorial illustration, and these have been 
aoa presented to the enterprise at the expense of Mr. 
enner. It may im confidence to know that the whole of 
the manuscript has been submitted to the revision of Le Shen- 
lun, the collaborator in the original translation, who is now 
Professor of Mathematics in Peking College. 


MARINE LOSSES IN 1874. 

The Shipping Gazette gives a review of the most prominent occur- 
rences relating to steam navigation during the past year. In the first 
place, there was a large falling off in the emigration trade to America, 

consequence of the financial difficulties in the United States and the 
diminished demand for labour. This decline in the passenger trade 
has been aggravated by a severe competition between the steam navi- 
gation companies. Freights have been lower, generally, than ever known 
before, and the attempts made to bring about a better understanding 
among those directly interested have had no beneficial effect. A de- 
crease in passengers and goods, with lower rates, must have told disas- 
trously on the earnings of the companies; and the high price of fuel 
and provisions has tended to increase the expenditure. Fortunately, 
however, the year has closed without any such disastrous shipwrecks 
as those to which we had occasion to refer in our summary of the 1st 
of January, 1874. There have been some lamentable losses of life at 
sea in 1874, but none to equal the calamity which resulted in the 
stranding of the Atlantic (s.) near Halifax, when 586 persons perished. 
The past year, however, has not been free from losses in the T'ransat- 
lantic lines. The Enrope (s.), from Havre for New York, was aban- 
doned, but the four hundred passengers and crew on board were timely 
rescued. The Amerique (s.), from New York for Havre, was also 
abandoned, but was fallen in with and towed safely into Plymouth. 
The Court of Admiralty was called upon to award salvage for the re- 
covery of this derelict, and the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
reviewed the judgment of Sir R. J. Phillimore, The Mississippi (s.), from 
Liverpool for New Orleans, got ashore on the coast of Florida, near the 
Fog Rocks ; but, after considerable exertions made to float her, she was 
eventually got off and taken into Key West. The Viking (s.), from 
Liverpool for Montreal, stranded near Farther Point and filled. The 
Trojan (s.), from Glasgow for St. John, sailed and has not been heard 
of. These casualties were not, however, so fatal to life as those which 
occurred in 1873; and, as regards the American trade, there is every 
prospect of better times for 1875. 

The trade with India, the Straits, China, and Japan, through the 
Suez Canal, received considerable development during the past year, 
but the increased dues have been felt from the fact that the scale of 
freight has not corresponded with the heavier imposts. With respect 
to casualties to vessels in this trade, there were a few reported ; but, 
looking to the large tonnage engaged, the losses were inconsiderable. 
The Arcturus (s.), from Liverpool for Calcutta, grounded on Gindurah 
Rock, and became a complete wreck ; the Amelia (s.) was sunk in Lake 
Timsah, after colliding with the Annie Ainslie (s.); the Good Hope 
(s.), on her voyage from Calcutta, stranded at Ras Metamer, forty miles 
from Suez, but was got off; the Woosung (s.) was wrecked on the 
Kolamele Reef, twenty-five miles from Jibbel Teer, and became a total 
loss ; the Firenze (s.), of Genoa, stranded seventy-eight miles from 
Suez ; the Queen Elizabeth (s.), on her homeward trip from Calcutta 
to London, got on to the coast of Tarifa, and twenty persons were 
drowned—the ship broke up and became a complete wreck ; the Cal- 
cutta (s.) was run into by the Galatea (s.) in the Hooghly, and was so 
badly damaged as not to be worth the cost of raising; the City of 
Carthage (s.) grounded on the Ras Shi-ikans Reef, in the Red Sea, but 
got off after jettisoning a portion of her cargo; the Dhoolia (s.) also 
stranded in the Red Sea, and subsequently floated off ; the Canton (s.), 
from Foochoofoo for London, was lost on Min Reef ; the Wyberton 
(s.), from Southampton for Java, collided with the Spanish steamer 
Buena Ventura, was cut down, and sank about twenty miles from 
Suez; the Tenasserim (s.), from Rangoon for London, stranded five 
miles north of Ras Hafoon, and became a complete wreck ; the Gor- 
don Castle (s.), tea laden, from China for London, got on the Birlings, 
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floated off, then stranded at the Cascaes, but was ultimately got into 
Lisbon ; the Clive (s.) got aground at Getettar, but was got off after 
jettisoning 300 tons of cargo; and the Ennerdale (s.), from Liverpool 
for Bombay, got aground near Ras Gharib, but got off with damage to 
her bull. 

Among the losses also reported in our maritime intelligence were the 
Marley Hill (s.), which stranded on New Year's night on the north 
shore of Whitehaven ; the Columbine (s.), near Oosima, Japan ; the 
Ormesby (s.), from Cardiff to Constantinople ; the Union (s.), sunk off 
Dundee; the Adelaide (s.), sunk at the entrance to Glenarm ; the 
Ellen Constance (s.), from Porman for Hull, was run into and cut down 
by the Spanish ironclad Vittoria, and three men were drowned ; the 
John Fenwick (s.), from Nicolaieff for Altona, was wrecked off Vie, and 
ten persons drowned ; the Ravensworth Castle (s.), from Baltimore for 
Leith, was wrecked at Craster; the Woolsington (s.) was lost near 
Stavanger, and all hand perished; the Netherton (s.) stranded near 
Cape Grisnez on a voyage from Newcastle to Boulogne, and was a to 
loss ; the Relief (s.) was wrecked near Hirado in Japan ; the Shamrock 
(s.) sank in the Humber ; the Cambridge (s.) foundered in the North 
Sea, on her passage from Uddewalla fur London ; the Enterprise (s.) 
stranded off Brouwershaven and became a total wreck ; the Sidra (s.), 
from Malta for Newcastle, has not been heard of ; the Sunfoo(s.)stranded 
thirty miles from Hong Kong; the Akola (s.), from Kustendje for 
Lynn, went ashore on the Kentish Knock and broke in two ; the Con- 
stance (s.) was abandoned near Paimbcouf ; the Blende (s.) is sup- 
posed to have foundered at sea, between Douglas and Swansea ; the 
Tacna (s.) upset off the Pacific Coast, and eight lives were lost ; the 
Anthony Musgrave (s.) was wrecked on Unkomas Bar; the Monte 
Video (a.), from the River Plate for Rangoon, was totally lost; the 
Osprey (s.) was damaged and sunk in the ice ; the Cornubia (s.), from 
Cardiff to Palermo, was wrecked at Santo Petro ; the Clifford (s.), from 
London for Palermo was abandoned at sea; the Thistle (s.) was com- 
pletely wrecked near Helvoet ; the Bordelaise (s.) sank at Scilly and 
pa amidships ; the Furness Abbey (s.), from Swansea for Garston, 
struck on the South Bishops Rocks and went down; the Liberia, 
African mail steamer, and the} Barton (s.), from Glasgow for Sicily, 
were missed about the same time, and there is reason to be- 
lieve they came into collision about two hundred miles to the 
9.W. of the Land's End, and both foundered with all hands ; 
the Anna (s.), from New York for Rotterdam, sailed and has 
not been heard of ; the Bonita (s.), of London, from Brazila, struck 
off Vigo Islands and filled ; the Manchu (s.), from Nagasaki for Shang- 
hai, coal laden, foundered in a gale, the coal bunkers having given 
way when the vessel was in the trough of the sea; the Wave (a.), 
from Sulina for United Kingdom, was run ashore near Muros, to pre- 
vent her from foundering, after have struck on a sunken rock; the 
Fairholme (s.), from the Clyde for Limerick, with coals, struck on a 
rock near Tory Island and disappeared, drowning five hands ; the Nel- 
lie (s.), from Cardiff for Brindisi, foundered in the Bay of Biscay ; the 
whaler Tay (s.) got nipped in the ice and sank ; the Hankow (s.) col- 
lided with the Milbanke (s.) off Dungeness, and the latter sank, carry- 
ing down with her 14 persons ; the Rosedale (s.) lies sunk in the North 
Sea, having been in collision with the Onega (s.) ; the Corinth (s.), 
from New York for Liverpool, struck on the rocks near Galley Head 
and broke up; the Marion (s.), with coals, took the ground in going up 
the Elbe and became a total wreck ; the Camila (s.), from London for 
Oporto, which strarided at the entrance to the Douro, had to be blown 
up ; the Red Sea (s.), from Cyprus for Liverpool, foundered off the Smalls, 
after colliding with the Xema (s.) ; the Liffey, mail steamer, was wrecked 
near the River Plate ; the Chusan (s.), in putting back to the Clyde, was 
overtaken in the storm, and, in making for Ardrossan got on the Crinan 
Rock, broke in two, and one half drove in and partly blocked the pas- 
sage to the harbour; the Mary (s.), from Glasgow for Trinidad, broke 
in two and foundered at sea with loss of three men ; the Viceroy (8.) 
left Hull for Cronstadt, and has not been heard of ; the icc (s.), 
from Cardiff for Charente, went down in St. George's Channel; the 
Warree (s), from Liverpool for Africa, was lost on the rocks off Sestreas; 
the Morena (s.), from the Brazils for Havre and Antwerp, struck on an 
island off Rio de Janciro and filled ; the Olinda (s.) was wrecked near 
Pernambuco ; the John Dixon (s.) was sunk at Malta through a colli- 
sion with the Queen Anne (s.), from Port Said; the Richmond (s.), from 
Sunderland for Burghead, stranded on Halliman’s Skares ; the Annsbro 
(s.), from Swansea for the Mersey, sprang a leak and foundered off 
Strumble Head ; the Gomos (s.), engaged in laying a submarine cable, 
stranded south of Rio Grande ; the Oliphant (s.) and the Laptek (s.), 
both laden with sugar, foundered the same day off Keelung; the Amelia 
(s.) was wrecked at Crow Rock ; the Alsaska (s.) sank at Hong Kong ; 
the Bayo (s.) was run into and sunk at Tarifa; the Leckwith (s.) 
stranded on Bilbao Bar ; the Stad Brugge (s.) of London, from Cron- 
stadt, has not been heard of since leaving Copenhagen ; the Woodlark 
(s.) went ashore off Helvoet ; the Mabel (s.}, from Cronstadt, was sunk 
through a collision ; the Rouen (s.), from Blythe for Havre, foundered 
off the Dudgeon, having been in collision with another steamer ; the 
Tom Bell (s.), from Galatz for Rotterdam, got on the Monscar Reef ; 
the Despatch (s.), from Alexandria for Hull, struck on a rock off Alum- 
el-room and was wrecked ; the Emma David (s.), from Kertch for Ant- 
werp, shifted her cargo, capsized, and foundered; the La Plata (s.), 
foundered in the Bay of Biscay and fifty-seven persons were drowned ; 
the Louise of Lorne (s.) got ashore off Withernsea ; the Precursor (s.) 
foundered forty miles wést of Gozo; the Tyne (s.), from Shields for 
London, stranded in Robin Hood's Bay ; the Violent (s.), of Glasgow, 
from Nicolaeiff, with cargo shifted, foundered thirty miles south of the 
Lizard; the Orion (s.) struck on a rock off North Heligoland, and 
filled ; the Clifton (s.), from Algeria, was abandoned iu the Bay of 
Biscay. Among other casualties, the Affondatore, ironclad, struck the 
Zest (s.) at Palermo, and made a hole nine feet by eight. 

The dreadful loss of life through the fire on board the Cospatrick, 
from London for Auckland, and the sacrifice of over 400 souls, makes 
the subject of fires of more than usual interest ; we therefore give the 
accidents of this character happening to steamers in 1874. The Nep- 
tun (s.) was damaged; the Japan (s.), when at Calcutta, received 
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damage, as also the Wallachia (a.), at Almeria; the Kilarney (s.) was 
damaged at Terneuse; the coal bunkers of the County of Sutherland 
(s.) took fire at Batavia ; the Glaucus (s.) at Boston, took fire, and was 
submerged ; the Delambre (s.), from Liverpool for the Braszils, when at 
Lisbon, had fire in her bunkers ; the Borneo (s.), when at Samarang, 
had to take assistance to cool down the coal; a fire broke out in the 
hold of the Timsah (s.) at Kurrachee, but was extinguished ; the coals 
on board the Calypso is were on fire at Messina, but the crew suc- 
ceeded in preventing danger ; a fire on board the China (s.) at Hong 
Kong did very little damage to the vessel ; a fire in the hold of the 
Transit (s.) at Grimsby injured some cargo, but not the hull of the 
vessel ; the Ballina (s.), when in the Clarence Dock, Liverpool, had a 
fire break out in the forecastle, but it was soon got under; the Wind- 
sor (8.), at Leith, had some woollen goods burnt ; the Duke of Lan- 
caster (s.), from Barrow for London, was slightly injured by fire; the 
Guinevere (8.), at Glasgow, took fire, but the flames were conquered by 
the floating engines ; the Lion (s.), at Pernau, had some bobbins of flax 
injured by fire ; the Yorkshire (s.) from Calcutta for London, put into 
Algiers with her cargo and coals on fire; the Rothesay Castle (s.) was 
destroyed by fire at Point du Chin ; the bunkers of the Arch Druid 
(s.), at Bombay, had to be flooded ; the coal in the bunkers of the 
Eastby (s.) in West India Docks, became heated ; the Arbitrator (s.), 
caught fire in Brunswick Dock, Liverpool, but the damage was slight ; 
the Queen (s.), on the Murray, had to be scuttled ; the Ravenscraig (s.) 
succeeded in getting into Lerwick when the fire was growing serious ; 
mats caught fire in the hold of the Mavis (s.) at Taganrog; cotton 
bales in the main hold of the Ohio (s.), from Philadelphia for Liver- 
pool, were damaged by fire ; the Windsor Castle (s.), from London for 
the Cape, put into Corunna, fire having broken out in the forehold 
from combustion ; the Jeddah (s.), from Sydney for Melbourne, was 
scuttled in Twofold Bay in order to extinguish the fire ; the{St. Louis 
(s.), from New Orleans for Liverpool, had to be put aground at Tybee 
to extinguish the fire among the cotton ; the Linda (s.), from Liver- 
pool for St. John (N.B.), was on fire, and her crew were taken off by 
the Circassian (s.); the Darien (s.), from New Orleans for Hamburg, 
had to be put back in consequence of fire ; the Black Diamond (s.) had 
to be scuttled at Belfast by the fire brigade ; and the Ontario (s.), from 
Boeton for Liverpool, had some bales of cotton destroyed by fire on 
the steerage deck. - 

The old year has not been without its regular average number of 
explosions. The boiler of the Chrysolite (s.) burst in Penarth Roads, 
and two men were killed ; the Student (s.) put into Lisbon, with her 
master, chief engineer, and three firemen killed; the boiler of the 
Little Nell (s.), from Georgetown for Launceston, burst, and eight men 
were killed ; an explosion on board the Tigress (s.), Polar expedition 
vessel, destroyed twenty-one persons ; the boiler of the Curuzu (s.) 
exploded on the Amason; the Oriana (s.), from Newcastle for Taganrog, 
burst her boiler and killed two men ; the boiler of the Belisa (s.) burst 
on the Volga, killing three and wounding thirty-nine persons; the 
Apollo (s.), coal-laden, from Cardiff to Gibraltar, had her hatches blown 
off, but got into Falmouth with one man injured; the superheated 
pipe of the Winsloe (s.) burst, and killed two men, after which the 
vessel was towed into Falmouth; the Commandant Franchette (a.), 
from Sunderland for Bordeaux, burst her boiler and scalded two men ; 
the Meuse (s.), from Cardiff for Port Said, put into Algiers through 
explosion of gas in her bunkers—one man killed, tsvo badly hurt; the 
Cid (s.) exploded her boiler in leaving Belfast ; the Moolgewaukie (s.), 
of Adelaide, blew up, two men being killed and several injured; one 
of the valves of H.M.S. Invincible burst, and scalded three men se- 
verely ; an explosion of gas took place in the fore hold of the J. H. 
Lorentzen (s.), at Sunderland, but no serious damage was done. 

One feature in the steam tonnage for 1874 will be disclosed when the 
returns are published in the Mercantile Navy List, 1875. From the 
Ist of January to the end of August in 1878 no less than 379,528 tons 
of steam shipping had been built in the United Kingdom. Down to 
the end of October in 1874 the tonnage added was 361,713 ; 8o that 
there has been a falling off in the shipbuilding trade. From the num- 
ber of vessels which have been wrecked, in sddition to thirteen now 
lying in the Thames, Mersey, at Dunkirk, and elsewhere, and have to 
be recovered, it is evident that the tonnage supply will not equal the 
demand, if the country is favoured with peace and prosperity. The 
year just closed has been marked by parliamentary proceedings re- 
specting the gross and register tonnage of steamers, and we shall no 
doubt hear more of these matters in the coming session.

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CHARGE AGAINST A MERCHANT. 

Johann Frederick Heindrick Trautmann, carrying on business in 
Great St. Helen’s, late of Shanghai, appeared before the Lord Mayor 
on the 21st inst. upon a summons which charged him, under one of the 
sections of the Debtors Act, with having obtained goods upon credit 
from Messrs. Burkett and Co., by false and fraudulent pretences, in 
connection with an American railway called the Illinois, Missouri, and 
Texas Railway. Mr. Besley opened the case at some length. The 
learned counsel stated that in the year 1871 the railway in question 
appeared to be in difficulties, and they mortgaged all their property 
for the purpose of raising a sum of £300,000 to go on with the works 
of the railway, and it was proposed to raise this sum by the issuing of 
1,500 bonds for £200 each, and the bonds were to bear iaterest at the 
rate of 7 per-cent. per annum, payable half-yearly in January and 
July. The attorney or agent for the railway in England was a Mr, 
Herrington, and it appeared that the defendant had entered into a 
contract with this gentleman for the purchase of the whole of the 
bonds at seventy-five discount, or at the price of £125 for each bond. 
The defendant was then represented to have applied to the committee 
of the Stock Exchange for a settling day for the bonds, and a 
prospectus was issued, in which it was represented that sixteen miles 
of the railway were actually opened, that there was a thriving 
Dutch and German population living close to it, and that there was also 
a large quantity of lead and iron ore ready for carriage upon the rail- 
way. A map and picture of the railway of a very flattering kind was 
also published with the prospectus, and it was represented that the 
bonds were issued for the purpose of completing the railway. The next 
step that appeared to have been taken by the defendants was to apply 
to the committee of the Stock Exchange for a settling-day to be named 
for theshares, and according to the rulesof the Stock Exchange in this re- 
spect, with reference to dealings in foreign bonds, it was necessary that 

roof should be giventhata certain number of the bonds had been dealt 
in and subscribed for bythe publicor in some other way, and thedefend- 
ant wrote to Mr. Slaughter, the secretary of the Stock Exchange, ask- 
ing for a settling-day to be named, and representing that 700 shares had 
actually been placed at their full nominal value among his own friends. 
Before a settling-day could be named it was necessary that an actual 
bargain in the bonds should take place upon the S Exchange, and 
it was alleged that by some arrangement made by the defendant one or 
more bonds were sold, and eventually a settling-day was named, and 
the bonds were quoted in the official list at the price of 140 to 
160 per bond. When this had been done the defendant appeared 
to have applicd to the prosecutors and represented that he was 
largely engaged in shipping shirtings and similar goods to China, and 
he proposed to make an arrangement for the purchase of 200,000 pieces 
of shirtings, and it was eventually arranged that the goods supplied by 
the prosecutors should be paid for by one-third in bonds of the railway, 
and two-thirds in cash, and he at the same time said that the railway 
was likely eventually to turn out a great success, but that his firm had 
invested more money in the undertaking than they ought to have done, 
and that their capital was locked up for the moment, and this was the 
reason why he proposed to pay partly in bonds for the goods that he 
was purchasing from the prosecutors. Under this agreement the pro- 
gecutors seemed to have supplied a very large quantity of goods to the 
acfendant, and they were paid for in the way proposed, namely, one- 
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third of the amount in bonds and the remainder in cash. Things went 
on in this way until last year, when it appeared that the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Banking Company, who had advanced money upon the 
security of some of the bonds that had been deposited with them as 
collateral security, felt it to be their duty to send an agent to see the 
real position of the railway, and according tu his report the representa- 
tion that sixteen milea of the railway were actually opened was not 
true, and the condition of the undertaking was very unsatisfactory. 
This report was brought to the knowledge of the prosecutor, and he in 
consequence refused to acce;t any more of the bonds in part payment 
of his goods, and from further information he received the present 
charge was preferred against the defendant. 


M. Jacob Burkett, the prosecutor, was examined, and he proved the 
transactions he had entered into with the defendant, and which went 
to corroborate the above statement. It appeared in the course of his 
examination, however, that very shortly after the contract for the 
delivery of the goods had been entered into with the defendant he re- 
ceived a letter from him, in which he stated that he was acting in the 
matter on behalf of the company, but he said that he did not at the 
time take notice of the fact. Before the examination in chief of the 
defendant was concluded the summons was adjourned, and the de- 
fendant was permitted to depart upon his entering into his own recog- 
nisances in £100 to appear at the next examination. 





SatvaGe Cass.—TuHE ‘‘ KROONPRINS DER NEDERLANDEN.”—On the 
20th inst. @ case came before the Court of Admiralty having reference 
to salvage services rendered to the Dutch steamer Kroonprins der Neder- 
landen. It appeared that on the morning of the 7th of May, 1873, the 
Calliope, a screw steamship of 1,124 tons, and bound from Newcastle- 
on-Tyne for Alexandria, with coals, was in the Mediterranean Sea, off 
Cape Rosa, when signals of distress were observed from the Dutch 
steamer, which was bound for Java, with passengers and troops—150 
in all—and a general cargo. Her engines had broken down. The 
Calliope took her in tow, and after a somewhat difficult towage, during 
which the Calliope received damage to the extent of about £1,300, she 
succeeded in getting the other ship into Valletta Harbour. The value 
of the property saved was about £150,000. The Court awarded the 
sum of £4,000, with costs.

It seems a trifle strange (writes a correspondent) that nearly every 
Navy List that has been published lately has understated the number 
of medical officers who have resigned. This past quarter only one is 
shown as having thrown up his commission, but I am told that the 
late surgeon of the Cadmus, recently serving in China, was granted 
permission to resign on the paying off of that vessel. There is, how- 
ever, nothing in the Navy List to confirm this, but on the contrary, 
the name of the officer still figures on the active list. If this is done 
purposely it is a move unworthy of so large a department. I think we 
may put it down to the usual want of correctness. 

The Undaunted, 31, wooden frigate, 4,020 (3,039) tons, 2,503 (600) 
horse-power, fitting out at Sheerness as flag-ship for Rear-Admiral 
Macdonald, the new commander-in-chief for the East India station, is 
fast progressing towards completion. As the Undaunted’s service will 
be in a hot climate, great attention has been paid to the system of ven- 
tilation on board. 

An order has been issued by the Naval Commander-in-Chief at 
Devonport, Sir H. Keppel, that any of Her Majesty's ships lying along- 
side the dockyard shall have a suitable boat hoisted at the davits ready 
for immediate use in the event of a man falling overboard or other 
sudden emergency. Such a boat isto be kept exclusively for such 
service. 


Captain Colley, of the 2nd Queen’s, who served throughout the 
China war of 1860, including the taking of the Taku Forts, the 
actions of August 12 and 14, and September 18 and 21, and the ad- 
vance on Peking (for which he received a medal with two clasps), is 
meutioned for promotion to an unattached majority. 

Mr. Henry G. Stembridge, assistant-paymuster of Her Majesty's ship 
Invincible, has been tried by court-martial at Malta on three charges of 
embezzlement and making false entries in wine accounts. He was found 
guilty, and sentenced to six months’ imprisonment, and to be dismissed 
Her Majesty’s service with disgrace. 


Mr. Richard Williams, paymaster, R.N., is the officer selected by Rear- 
Admiral Reginald Macdonald, the newly-appointed Commander-in-Chief 
fol the East India station, to accompany him as his secretary. Mr. 
Williams was previously secretary to Vice-Admiral Farquhar, wRen 
Commander-in-Chief in the Pacific. 


Intelligence has been received of the progress of Vice-Admiral 
Ryder, the new commander-in-chief on the China station. He left 
Suez on the 8th ult. in his flagship Audacious, reached Aden on the 
19th, and was to sail thence for Galle, after having coaled. 

The Home-office has under consideration a proposition made by the 
Admiralty for the employment of police of inland towns as recruiting 
agents for the Royal Navy. A bounty is to be granted for each eligible 
boy thus sent afloat if this system should be adopted.

Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received on the 
20th inst. at the Bank of England.

7d. per lb., they are fully jus- 
tified, there being room for Id. to 14d. per lb. advance, without doing 
harm to buyers. Dealers must be inaking large profits on their late 
purchases, for during the pressure to sell at the opening of the year 
some cheap teas were secured. The export from all China from lst 
June to 14th inst. is 154,750,000 lbs., and we quite expect it will reach 
to 160,000,000 lbs. by 30th May, this difference being made up of 
Greens from Shanghai, and Common Scenteds and Tayshan Congou 
from Canton. Looking at the foregoing, the increasing home con- 
sumption, and every probability of a large Spring export trade, 
there is little doubt of a favourable reaction as regards red and 
black Congou, many classes of which rule at a reasonable figure, 
and nearly all show loss on cost. There is no improvement in 
scented Teas ; the consumption of Caper, though showing a large total, 
had sold during the greater part of the season at heavy loss to im- 

rters. Oolong is selling at low figures. Green: With advices from 
New York of a further and decided advance, in some cases as much as 
5c. per lb., this market, as regards common lines, shows an improvement 
of lc. to l4c. per lb. from the lowest point of the market, say during 
December. Medium to fine grades have not participated, as there are 
large supplies available, with a large amount on the water and close at 
hand. Indian leaf rules firm, and a guod business doing.

Tria Trip oF THE 8.8. “ LancKaT.”—On the 9th thst. a trial trip 
of this handsome steamer was made on the Thames, and notwithstand- 
ing the boisterous nature of the weather a speed of 114 knots was at- 
tained. The vessel left Cubitt Town at 11.45, and proceeded down the. 
river to the measured mile in Long Reach, where the speed mentioned 
was obtained, and then proceeded as far as Sea Reach, when she was 
turned round, and returned to her moorings, arriving at four o'clock. 
The vessel and machinery have been constructed by Messrs. J.'W. Dud- 
geon, of Millwall and Cubitt Town, under the special survey of Lloyd’s, 
in which register she is classed 90 A. She is 322 tons B.M., and 275 
tons gross register, ‘60-horse power nominal, twin screw compound 
engines, length 150ft., breadth 21ft., depth 13ft. 6in., schooner rigged. 
She is fitted to carry twelve first-class passengers in the after cabin, 
and has every convenience, particular attention having been paid to 
the ventilation, which is everything that can be desired for a hot 
climate. She has also been fitted with ‘tween decks in fore and after 
holds, {for the purpose of conveying ponies from Deli, on the east 
coast of Sumatra, to Penang, large numbers of which are annually im- 
ported. Her upper deck is of teak, and awnings are fitted fore and aft. 
During the whole of the run there was no occasion to ease the ma- 
chinery on account of the usual complaint of tight or loose bearin 
but the engines and boilers continued to work at full speed from the 
time the vessel left until she returned to her moorings. This is the 
second vessel that has been built for the owner, Mr. Lee Pee Chuan, 
by these builders, through Messrs. Friederichs and Co., of London and 
Penang, whose senior, Mr. F. H. Friederichs, was on board during the 
trial trip. Mr. Lee Pee Chuan is one of the most enterprising Chir.ese 
merchants in Penang, and already owns several large steamers running 
on the coasts of Burmah, Malacca, and Sumatra. 

The Halloween, Captain Watts, owned by Messrs. John Willis and 
Son, has made another quick passage from China, having left Shanghai 
on the 21st Oct. and arrived off the Isle of Wight on the 19th inst.— 
ninety days—with a full cargo of about 1,500 tons tea and silk, ata 
freight from 70s. to 8Cs. The round voyage from London to Sydney, 
Shanghai, and home was accomplished in nine months seven days, 
of which seventy-eight days were used in port.
